On & June 1949 the loscow gove-nnent issued an order for the tiohteliineg of 
physical and ideological control over Soviet personnel in Germany. at is, 
believed that only one copy of this orler exists in Gernany, and that At a. 
is the possession of General V.1. Chuaikov, the '4litary Governor. The full 
text of the order has not keen and probably will not be made known even to res- 
yonsible SMA officials. How-ver, three points of the order. wre divulged 
on 2° July at a conference of top nilitary commaniers and 5” denartnent 
ehiefs in Karlshorat; they are as follows: 


a. Henceforth no Soviet citizen is to serve loner than three years out- 
side the borders of the USO. 


bo One erird of the total personnel of each Soviet unit on duty abroad is 
to be redeployed each year. Bes a G 


ce, ALL unmarried Soviet personnel serving a>croad will be. required twice 4 
year to return to Russia for six weeks’ leave (excluding travel tine). * 


Zo On the basis of the new order and seccompenyine instructions, Chuikev issued 
a nine-point directive which was read to the officials attending the Rarls= 
choret conference on 2% Ju’y. The preanble of the directive orders command~ 
ing officers to oxnlain to their nersonnel the "fatherly amcety ranifested 
towards Soviet citizens on duty avroad" and. to demand of then "strenethaned 
Bolshevist activity and better preraredness", The nine points are the 
. following: - 


a, Soviet officers are forbidden to vear civilian clothes at any tine. 


be ‘“ilitary and civilian personnel are forbidden to move from the locality 
where they are assigned to any other town except by special order fron 
their commundine officer. 


e. Local commanders are ordered to ‘ietain any Seviet citizen found in their 
areas without special authorization, If the offender is a memver of the 
Soviet Army, he is to be confined in the guardhouse, regardless of rank; 
civilian offenders are to be placed in a "preliminary imprisonment cel" 
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The sale of liquor in mess halls is te bo discontinued. 4 


German restaurant owmers are to be notified by the German police that they | 
are forbidden to serve Soviet personnel, and that violation of this rule 
will result in fines and revocation of licenees. 


German women entertaining Soviet citizens tn their homes will be punished 
for’ prostitution, even in cases where a ehild has been born of the Liaison. 


Visits to Berlin are permitted only by special order. 

A special stockade is to be set up in Berlin for Russian women caught 
dealing on the black market. These women will be sent back to the USSR 
within 24 hours after their arrest. . 

Personal automobiles of Soviet citizens are to be placed in a common 
garage and released for the uss of the ovmers only by special order of 
the commanding officer accompanied hy 4 trip ticket.
